2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance : the prior art of 
record neither discloses nor fairly teaches the recited limitations of the claimed invention 
including, but not limited to: a method of establishing a blasting system with a plurality of 
detonators connected in a sequence of a consecutive train to a harness which includes 
the steps of providing at least one marker between a first detonator in the sequence and 
a second detonator in the sequence to distinguish a first detonator from the second 
detonator and interrogating the marker.
